ABSTRACT 

This document presents 22 tables that display 
information on the number of special education teachers and staff 
employed and needed in Maryland, as reported by local education 
agencies, state operated programs, and nonpublic schools for the 
disabled to the Federal Office of Special Education Programs for the 
school year 1992-93. Student: information was based on census data as 
of December 1, 1992. Data provided in the tables include: ratio of 
special education student enrollment (ages 3-21) to special education 
teachers/ teacher aides; ratio and rank order of special education 
student enrollment (ages 3~21) to special education teachers overall 
and by specific disability, for each Maryland county; number and 
percent of special education teachers reported in the 
cross-categorical program; related services personnel for local 
education agencies; and teaching and related services personnel for 
state operated programs and nonpublic state supported programs. 
Individual tables detail data for ratio and rank order of special 
education student enrollment to special education teachers in 
Maryland public schools for the following disabilities: mental 
retardation, hearing impairments, speech or language impairments, 
visual impairments, serious emotional disturbances, orthopedic 
impairments, other health impairments, specific learning 
disabilities, multiple disabilities, autism, and traumatic brain 
injury. (DB) 
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The following Maryland Special Education personnel profile tables display information 
on the number of special education teachers and staff employed and needed as reported by each 
LEA, SOP and nonpublic school for the disabled in Maryland to the Federal Office of Special 
Education Programs for school year 1992-93. The student information was based on the 
December 1, 1992 Census obtained from the Special Services Information System (SSIS) for 
each LEA »nd SOP. 

Maryland special education programs allow for a cross-categorical model based on 
students' instructional needs, not their disability. 

. Therefore, the number of special education teachers 
providing instruction to students ages 6-21 reported on a statewide basis, by type of disability, 
is only about 75% apportioned to a specific type of disability. There is considerable variation 
in the use of cross-categorical assignment of teachers across LEAs (see Table 14). The apparent 
ration of available teachers for a specific disability will be underestimated because of the cross- 
categorical assignment.
